USINESS having called me hither, 
I went to fee the Hofpical, where 
many of out army were fick 5 I obferv- 
ed with pleafure that no epidemical dil+ 
eafe prevailed among them. Paffling 
through the large hall in the midd'e of 
the hofpital, I perceived a foldier whole 
countenance ftruck me; he viewed me 
very attentively; finally called me.— 
I drew nigh to him, and having feated 
myfelf litened to him. I am a ftranger, 
faid he, however, can you not believe 
the words of an American foldier ? The 
term of my engagement is almoft expir- 
ed; Ihave anextreme defireto re urn 
to my family, becaufe | have heard thar 
my brother is dead. I have found a man 
to take my place in the regiment. My 
father poficffes a confiderable eftate in 
Virginia: what would you think of me 
fhould I requeft of you an hundred dol- 
lais ? With chat money ! can pay the 
fum which I have agreed to pay, go 
from this hofpital, and again join my 
relations, I have the greateft defire to 
quit this Mate before the fall of fnow, 
which is very nigh: We have no pofts, 
confequently there remain for me no 
means of informing my relations of my 
wnhap;y firuation, Struck by the 
bold, but honeft requeft, | exam ned 
the craics of his countenance very atten 
tively 5 I confutced the fecret impreffioa 
*hich his phyfiognomy produced upon 
me. Il ihought that I faw the character 
ef honefty, and granted him the fum 
which he had requefted of me —The 
furprife which my facility occafioned, 
tut fhort his words for a moment; but 
he foon thed teare, which relieved him 
extremely i they were thofe of the moft 
lively gratitude: He bathed my hands 
with them, and theaked me ia the moft 
energetic saanaer, 
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Some days after he care to fee rv 
informed me more particular'y of (n¢ 
fiute of his family, and renewed his oie- 
teftations of payment the fi ft day. { T.- 
biuary following.—1 had no unealie!s, 
and h.d he never returned the fur { had 
len: him, I thould not have tor. for 
J enjoyed an exquifite pleafure in the 
af which I had done, aod Mili enjoy it, 
whenever it occurs to my mind.
